_.On Monday night of last week, Prime 
Minister Louis St. Laurent of Canada’ at- 
the football game in Edmonton with 

a E. C. Manning of Alberta. While 
the Alberta premier held the Ball, the aging 
prime.minister (70 years old) gave it the 
Bast. kick-he could, which resulted in what 
fhe-sports writers term a “dribble”. : 
“The thought of a Social Credit premier 
holding the ball for a Liberal prime minister 
fave Mr. St. Laurent the idea for a wise 
crack. Substance of this was that in Ottawa 
he usually feels that he is holding the ball 
for the provincial premiers to kick at! 
“This all makes for a good-fellow feeling 
among Canadians and we can hardly imagine 
any Canadian government leader, on what- 
ever level of local, provincial or federal poli- 
ties-he happens to be, refusing to take part 
in a football kick-off, .

Those D.P.’s 


No one would argue about the fact. that 
Canada needs more people, must have them, 
indeed, if the nation’s resources are to be 
developed and the nation is to fulfill her 
destiny. 

Yet ene hears murmurings across the 
land on the part of some Canadians that 
those D.P.’s are taking jobs that rightfully 
belong to native-born men and women. Such 
an attitude merely indicates superficial 
thinking frem a selfish point of view. 

It is true, perhaps, that there are indivi- 
dual, perhaps isolated cases of newcomers 
from Europe or other parts of this continent 
obtaining jobs that Canadians might well 
regard as theirs. But in the nation-wide 
picture the fact is that the more new-Cana- 
dians arrive’in our land, the more jobs there 
will be, for these men and women and their 
families require food and housing and, in 
time, all the other things! that Canadians 
today regard as necessities. Thus markets 


. are extended for both farm and manufac- 


tured products, making for greater work 
opportunities. 

The very term “Displaced Person” has 
come, unfortunately, to have a tinge of dis- 
approbation. It is time it were dropped in 
referring to people from other lands who 
come to Canada to make their home..- 

Not so long ago we overheard a bit of 
beefing because Indians were being employed 


on a certain. construction job. The Indians _ 


were spoken of as D.P.’s. That of course is 
very funny for who has more right to the 
term Canadian than the descendants of the 
tribes here long before the white man ap- 
peared on the scene? 

Looking back a bit in our history, we find 
that Canada as we know it was built by men 
and women frem old fands of Europe and 
Asia. And Canadians today who look ask- 
ance at the arrival of immigrants forget that 
they, too, are the descendants of earlier 
D.P.s. 

Canada’s population is a mixture of na- 
tionalities and from that mixture is arising 
a nation not quite like any that exists or 
ever has existed. Canada is young. Con- 

federation is only a short 85. old; and 
the evolution from colonial status 'to nation- 
“hood gained momentum only since World 
Wart. : ~ 

Newcomers, D.P.’s, are bringing with 
‘them to our land new, skills, new ideas, a 
willingness to work hard, an ardent desire 
to participate in the freedoms and opportu- 
nities for development that.are ours. 

Canadians must welcome them, help 
them to,become assimilated. And Canada 
must have millions more’men and women 
from crowded Great Britain and European 
countries, from the United States and per- 
haps, from Asia to people our vast empty 
spaces and to help us build a great nation in 
the northern part of this continent. 

But let’s stop calling these new citizens 
D.P.’s; let’s call them what they are, new 
Canadians. 


The Law Pokes Along 


(From the Calgary Albertan) 
More than twenty-one months ago a 
natural gas explosion at Leduc took several 


lives and injured several other persons. With- 
in a short time law-suits were started on be- 
half of the killed and the injured. Now it is 
announced from Edmonton that “it is not ex- 
pected than any of them will go to trial be- 
fore early next year,” that ‘is, until at least 
twenty-six months after the accident. 

In the meantime what are the claimants 
supposed to live on? Not one cent has been 
paid to them in all this time, even those who’ 
were deprived of their entire livelihood. . 

If civil actions are usually stalled as this 
one has been, then justice is indeed pretty 
deficient in Alberta. The responsible 
branches of the judicial machinery ought to 
be ashamed of themselves.

Blected to the new legislature ———~ 
were provincial leader J. Harper 
Prowse, Edmonton; Ald. Harold 
Tanner, Edmonton; Hugh John 
MacDonald, Calgary; and J. R. 
’ Desfosses, Grouvard. 

All but Mr. Tanner were mem- 
bers of the last House, but his 
addition to the Liberal ranks will 
be greatly felt during future 
sessions. 

The most significant feature of 
the election was the small margins 
by which the Social Credit party 
_earried many seats, and the big 
reduction in Premier EB. C. Man- 
ning’s personal following in Ed- 
monton. 

Severa! constituencies returned 
Social Credit members where but 
a very small shift in voter senti- 
ment would have sént Liberals to 
the legislature. 

These ridings include Lac la 
Biche, where Social Crediter Harry 
bobay was elected over Liberal 
eandidate Wilkiam Hamilton by, 
candidate William Hamilton by 
torney-General Lucien Maynard 
won election over Liberal candi- 
date Arthur Soetaert by only 274 
votes, and several others. 

In addition, the same small mar- 
xin was noticeable in many con- 
stituencies wheré C.C.F. candidates 
ran second to successful Social 
Crediters. 

In Edmonton, Premier Manning 
received only 32 per cent of the 

_ votes. This compared to the 45 
per cent he received in the Tast 
provincial election. 

Liberal workers were not dis- 
heartened by the re-election of the 
government, which won 52 of the 
61 seats. 

Leader J. Harper Prowse said 
the party would continue to work 
fpr nn Re day when the, péople of 

sagt realize they need a 
Liberal’ government. 

He said it was “not otir objective 

tn defeat the government, but to 

. show the people how they have 
been betrayed by the Social Credit 
party.” 

“The stronghold of Social Credit 
stfength was obviously in southern 
Alberta; where the 


government 
carried every seat, and in outlying _ 


roral’ areas. 

‘In ‘the north, and in the cities, 
the sentiment was decidedly im 
favor of opposition parties. 

A#A sad feature of the election is 
that. although opposition parties 
gained 45 per cent of the popular 

yote, they will only hold nine seats 
in_the house. 

‘“Phis proportion is definitely not 
im line with the general sentiment 


of ‘the public. 
The Liberal popular vote was up 
ebnsiderably over 1948. The 


Liberals gained 24 per cent of the 
total ballots, compared to 18 per 
céht in 1948. 

Although the: gains in this elec- 
tion were small, the handwriting 
is definitely on the wall. Right 

now, even only-a few weeks after 
the election, the Liberal party is 
already working and planning for 
the future.

Jasper Park Selected 
By Alpine Club 
For 1953 Camp 


JASPER, Alta.—The Scott Gla- 
ciér aréa of Jasper National Park, 
including the famous “Commit- 
tee’s Punch Bowi” which is steep- 
ed in the romance of’ the early fur 
traders, has been chosén by the 
Alpine Club of Canada as the site 
of its 1953 summer camp. 

The decision was made follow- 
ing the recent return of a séven- 
member recorinaissancé party 
which spent two weeks exploring 
the area, located about 35 miles 
from Jasper Park Lodgé and 
which in early years was thought 
to contain the highest mountains 
in North America.

MR. MAYNARD‘S CLOSE SHAVE 


(Editorial in. Edmonton Journal) 


The Hon. Joséph Lucien Paul 
Maynard, attorney-general in Pre- 
mier Manning's. cabinet, has been 
re-elected in St. Albert consti- 
tuency, but he must have had a 
few anxious moments before that 
necessary second count was. con- 
cluded. 

The tally at the end of the first 
count was Maynard, 2,198; Soe- 
taert, 1,490; and Dusseault. 1,255. 
Mr. Maynard was thus 274 votes 
short of a first-choice majority; 
and there were 1,255 to be dis- 
tributed in the second count. 

However, the supporters of the 
C.C.F. candidate, who was low 
man and hence counted out, were 
not so anxious to see the opposi- 
tion in the legislature strength- 
ened as to make it necessary for 
the attorney-general to seek an- 
other seat. 

They divided their votes as fol- 
lows; 512 for the Liberal candi- 
date, Arthur Soetaert, and 167 to 
Mr. Maynard-—-and marked no 


second choice at all on 576 ballots. 


The net result is that Mr. May- 
nard was declared élected with a 
majority of 363. In 1948, the 
attorney-general, making his first 
appearance in the St. Albert con- 
stituency, was returned with a 
majority of 881 over his two. op- 
ponents combined. In 1944, in 
Beaver River, he rolled up a ma- 
jority of 1,018 and in 1940, in the 
same riding, his lead over the 
total polled by three opposition 
candidates was 632. 

* Mr. Maynard must be wonder- 
ing about now why he ever left 
Beaver River.

What's In The Name? 

F BEISEKER- 

Named after. Thomas L. Beise- 
ker, banker, of Fessenden, North 
Dakota, who lived in the area for 
10 years and was largely respons- 


ible for the settlement of the 
region with successful farmers, 
The village of Beiseker is sit- 
uated in a farming region’ some 
41 miles west of Drumheller. The 
population in 1946 was 272. 


ATHABASCA 

The town of Athabasca, 100 
miles north of Edmonton; has a 
population of around 1,063 peo- 
ple. The main type of occupation 
carried on within the. area is 
mixed farming. 

Athabasca town changed its 
name from Athabasca Landing in 
1904. The name was derived 
from an Indian word “caupawin”, 
a Cree name. meaning “landing.” 

In reference to the .Athabasca 
river, when the Indian svoke the 
word “Athabasca’’ he meant “‘the 
place where there are reeds. 
When probably he also mentioned 
the word “Athabasca”, he had in 
mind the muddy delty of that 
river, 

As early as 1849 the  R.C. 
Church opened a mission in the 
district, but it was not until 1865 
that a trading post was . estab- 
lished and named Athabasca 
Landing: The actual history goes 
back to 1862 when it was. the 
Hudson’s Bay Company Reserve: 
Goods were trailed in from Fort 
Edmonton at the time.

was known, that five boats plied

The first train arrived from 
Edmonton in 1912 and the peo- 
ple who went out to cheer it, 
went out again the next year to 
fight a fire which nearly destroy- 
ed the entire town of Athabasca. 

The first wheat crop was grown 
in’ 1908.

The farmers of Western Canada 
are faced with the problem of storing 


a considerable portion of the 1952> 


crop on the farm,-probably for long 
periods, As your granary ready for 
the safe storage of this year’s crop? 
Facing Facts. As yet, the only 
practical means of insuring the keep- 
ing quality of grain is to store it at 
4 sufficiently low moisture content 


to preyent spoiling. The fact is | 


that uniformly dry grain (13 per 
cent moisture or lower for wheat, 
oats, barley and rye; and 10 per 
cent moisture or lower-for flax) will 
not spoil, providing it is stored in a 
clean weatherproof, well-ventilated 
gratiary.

131 Bushels Said _ 
Wheat Yield pe 


LONDON—A. wheat, éfop tot 
131 bushels to the acre, belieyed 
to be a world record, has Been 
claimed by John Turrell, a farmer 
in the Wiggenhall St. Mary* dis- 
trict of Norfolk. 

The yield was harvested. from 
a strip of land of approximately 
nine acres, formerly an orchard 
and seeded to wheat for the first 
time this year. 

The huge crop represents more 
than three times the average 
acreage yield in Britain. The 
previous highest known yield was 
114 bushels reported from The 
Netherlands last year. 

Colonel C. A. Debenham of 
King’s Lynn, who provided the 
seed, said the strain sown was 
known as Hybrid 46, a lower- 
quality grain used mainly for bis- 
cuits. He ascribed the phen- 
omenal yield to the richness of 


the soil and first-class farming.
